The timber on the lad belongs as 
much to thoIndian.s .as the land itself. 
The actu.al value of this stumpage, a.s is 
known by every one at all conversant 
with the fact, 
is at least lliree times 
the sum stipulatdd to be 
paid. 
The 
contract was made without con^nhiition 
with or even the knowledge of the In ­ 
dian.^, tho parties taost in tuiestcd; and 
assurance is then given that should the 
owners resent this ou(ragcou.s infringe­ 
ment of their r*ghts and theft of their 
property, any damage they inav do will 
bo deducted from the pittance thev .aro 
to be allowed. 
The most barefaced part of this b»r- 
»ain, 
however, is contained 
in 
tho 
cliuse which stipnlates that Mr, Wilder 
“ .ahall net 
to cut or pay for 
under ih-e terms of thiá contr.a/t un­ 
sound trees, nor for trees of less diam­ 
eter at the top, twenty-five feet from the 
ground, than fourteen inches." 
The 
usual way of «.oiling stumpage on pine 
lands is to place the topping distance 
above the ground 24 feet, and the diam­ 
eter 14 inches.

Tho Polaris had been leaking badly 
before the 15th of October, 
187.2, and 
her 
situation 
ultimately 
became so 
alarming that it was deemed advisable 
to make preparations to abandon her. 
The determination to leave the ship 
was arrived at on tho 15lh of October, 
at which time they were in latitude 77. 
Some of tho crew remained on board; 
others landed on the ice,' and began 
to got stores, with the Intention of ta­ 
king every thing they could need for a 
long time in the frozen regions. 
Be­ 
tween 10 and 1% o'clock at }iight, while 
the work was proceeding, a severe gale 
sprang up and snow began to fall with 
strong, variable winds, and after u n tir­ 
ing efforts the boat» were got on the ice 
and a large supply of provisions taken 
out. 
Suddenly the hawsers by which 
the ship was made fast gave way and 
and snapping the other bearing its an­ 
chor from its lodgment in tho ice. This 
was about midnight, and as the party 
started to go off a largo piece from 
a 
floe with three men upon it, and as the 
Polaris drove past them, they cried 
out in an agony of terror, “ "What are 
w c t o d o ? ’’ Ca'pt. Buddingioa shouted 
back that he could do nothing for them; 
they had a boat and provisions, mid 
m ust shift for themselves as best they 
could. 
These three men 
were saved 
with the| Tyson party. 
A few minutes 
later those on the Polaris saw a boat 
launched and manned by three men, 
making for tho place where tnoir com­ 
rades were stationed. 
In a short time storm and darkness 
shut out everything from their view. 
The feeling of the men can be im ag­ 
ined, with half 
their crew 
left to 
perish, as they supposed, in the dc.sert 
of ice and snow. 
The ship drifted 
away helpless, until at last she brought 
up a'c Life Boat Cove. 
Tlie prcspeot 
looked now gloomy enough. 
T h e re s a s 
some doubtful prospect of their rem ain­ 
ing on the Polaris. 
She still leaked 
fearfully and in her damaged condition 
Capt. Buddington had no hope of get- | the new- led,te 
ting any furtlier south with her. 
I t ' 
was, therefore, determined to beach her, 
but (he question was bow could it be 
done. 
The wind being favorable the 
opening of the pac's was finally discov­ 
ered and ship was brought through u n ­ 
der canvas, everything apparently favor­ 
able to the wreck, but though the ship 
was only a few miles from shore it took 
twclye hours to get her in. 
The next 
thing was to provide shelter for tho men 
on shore. 
All the timber from the two 
decks W'ere torn out, the provisions de­ 
posited on the ice, and the boat was re­ 
moved. 
Everything useful w.as secared. 
Tho walls of a house were ther. built of 
heavy planks. 
The roof was made of 
sails, 
in such ahorno the long winter 
was passed. 
Some, hope w.ss received 
by three Esquimaux who discovered the 
wrecked ship, and agreed, 
for a few 
presente, to convey provisions over the 
ice from tho vessel.
